To's short article like this, it is 
almast impossible ta go into details 
about what Iam weting. It has 
taken me quito a long time to gelect 
out thosg native cures and super- 
stitions of which I know, which! 
have gome bearing on modern medi- 
cal science. -I, however, da ‘nat re- 
commend my read@ra ta practise 
what they are about to rend. 

As ao prophylexie to furunculosis 
and aoy dry skin diseases, soup pre: 
pared from the frog's, the tiger's 
or deer’s flesh ar from the bon-con- 
sinctor, taken 20 ounces ‘at a time 
for three cansecutive nightg. just 
before bed-time is highly recam- 
mended. . 

It seema olmost incredulous that 
the native. woman after parturition 
who has an affonsive lechix would 
drink the urine from any male child: 
Tho first few, ounces of urino_is 
passed aff and the rest collected and 
taken by the patient onco daily. 
the 
offensive lochis in a week's time. 

Babies suffering from whatever 
Giscases, be it gastritis, enteritis, 
congenital syphilig, exocesive crying 
at night, etc., ace cured in a most 
peculiar manner. The father or any 
male relative of the child is te go ta 
the garden before dawn and fetch 
te young cocoanut which hevo 
fallen down from the treca qvernight, 
‘He is to kick the cocaanuts round 
in a circle muttering these wards 
‘Baby must not ery to-night, baby 
must get well soon, baby must nat 
cry tonight.” He then brings 
home three af the youngest cacoa- 
nuts to the mather of the child, who 
chews the tenderest part af the husk 
into bolus. This is then applied 
to the anterior fantanelle of tho baby 
just after twilight. 

The thorns of pomegranate trees 
are reputed to have autiseptic 
powers. The native gurgeons uKe 
them ta open up carbunclea and 
boils. « If the thorng are. pounded up 
and mixed with some native plaster, 
it eerves: as a geod counter-initant 
in cascs of flatulent dyspepsia 
appendicular colic and vomiting. 

Burns and ecalds, if treated from 

the very beginning with Chineso 


jnuuce (Soyabexn Sauce) heal up very 


rapidly, ‘besides preventing .shock 
in the beginning. 

The dry gall-bladder of the boa- 
constrictor-ig-given-in 1 to 2-grain 
doses in hat water for cases of 
mengles. The mixture is very bitter. 
This is suppased to prevent the ris- 
ing of any complications. . 

For ingect- stings dandruff mixéd 
with alive oil has 9 remarkable

application, is very mild in character 
and pain is never greatly complained 
af. 

For cases af acute coryza or bron- 
chitis, cockraaches have been exten- 
sively used. In cases of caryza, the 
head, legs, wingg and intestines are 
taken off and the rest baked until a 
fino smell exudes. This is then 
taken hot, 6 gr 7 cackrqaches are 
the usnal dase. Decoctions of 6 ar 7 
cockroaches intact ate prescribed 
far bronchitis. . 

For the diagnosis and treatment 
of typhoid fever, flour and the white 
of eggs are used. These two are 
mixed until if bas » doughy con- 

istence. A Capper coin in 

olive oil ig used te scrape the abdo- 
men until a slight ecchymosi; is 
produced. ‘The daugh is ralled aver’ 
the ecchymosed areas’ for 5 to 10 
minutes.
